President Coolidge addressed a del­ 
egation of friendly labor leaders ft- 


the white house at noon and in the 
afternoon John W . Davis, the Demo­ 


cratic 
candidate, epoke at a labor 
picnic at Wheeling, W . Va. 
Robert 
M. La Follette, 
independent 
candi­ 
date, made a radio talk to labor from 
Washington. 
President Coolidge in his address 
to labor leaders said: 
‘‘American wage earners are living 
better than at any other time in our 
history. 
If anything is to be done by 
the government for the people wh;, 
toil for the cause of labor, which ic 
the sum of all other causes, it would 
be by continuing its efforts to provide 
healthful 
surroundings, 
education, 
reasonable conditions of employment, 
fair wages for fair work, stable bus*’ 
ness prosperity and the 
micourag 
ment of religious worship. 
“ We do not need to import any for­ 
eign economic ideart or any foreign 
government. 
We had better stick to 
the American brand of government, 
the American brand of equality and 
the American brand of wages. 
Amer­ 
ica nad better stay American. 
“ We have outlawed 
all 
artificial 
privilege. 
We have bad our revolu­ 
tion and reforms. 
I do not favor r. 
corporation govern ment, a bank gov- 
eminent, a farm government or a la­ 
bor government. 
I am for a common­ 
sense government by all the people, 
according to the American policy and 
under the American constitution.” 
The president 
asserted 
that 
the 
right of the wage earners to organize, 
bargain 
collectively 
and 
negotiate 
through its own ag'Hts had been de­ 
termined. 
Referring obviously to the railroad 
labor Afeard, he said that “ we have 
been making an interesting 
experi­ 
ment in relation to railroad labor.” 
and expressed the opinion that “ It. 
could probably be modified, through 
mutual agreement, to the benefit of 
all concerned.” 
In private employment, he contin­ 
ued, the right to strike goes along 
with the right to organize. 
Likewise, 
he said, the principles of voluntary 
arbitration is recognized, “ but com­ 
pulsory arbitration, to my mind, has 
to be reconciled with the right of in­ 
dividual freedom.” 
Restriction of immigration and en­ 
actment of tariff laws are necessary 
to preserve American standards for 
wage earners, the president added, 
declaring that the present administre 
tration had sponsored such 
legislA 
lion. Government legislation, he said, 
also is necessary for the establish­ 
ment of peaceful 
conditions which 
will permit of protection at a mini­ 
mum cost, but by an “ adequate army 
and navy.” 
Instead of permitting the period of 
deflation which followed the war to 
be used “ to secure a reduction In 
wages and the dissolution of labor 
organizations,” he sad, the adminis­ 
tration adopted a policy of “ healthful­ 
ness to business, industry and labor.” 
"The federal reserve system.” he re­ 
lated. “ has constantly 
reduced 
dis­ 
count rates, business has revived and 
the millions who were without em­ 
ployment have found plenty of w ort 
at increasing wages.”

The message was handed to Lieu­ 
tenant Lowell H. Smith, commander 
of the flight. 
It read: 
“ Your return 
to North American soil following cir­ 
cumnavigation of the earth by air, 
is an inspiration to the whole world. 
Your countrymen are proud of you. 
Your branch of the service realizes 
the honor you have won for it. 
My 
congratulations 
and 
heartiest 
good 
wishes go to you.” 
Little difficulty is anticipated in the 
lemainder of the fliers’ jaunt hack *o 
Santa Monica, Cal., winch they left 
last March on their westward journey 
around the w-orld. 
After a stop in 
Nova Scotia the aviators will hop off 
for Boston, thence down inc Atlantic 
coast to Washington, where the jour­ 
ney westward will begin. 
The first 
stop on the westward flight will be 
at Dayton Ohio. 
The 
airmen 
flew 
from 
Ivigtut, 
Greenland, to the lonely harbor on 
the Labrador coast in six hours and 
19 minutes, making the journey over 
the dangerous air current of Davis 
Strait without mishap. 
It was one of 
the most dangerous legs of the voy 
age and there was great 
relief as 
the two big planes, piloted by Lieu­ 
tenants 
Erie 
Nelson 
and 
Lowell 
Smith, settled on the water near the 
two buoys which had been prepared 
tor them in Icy Tickle harbor. 
It was Just five months and l l days 
from the date of their departure from 
Santa Monica when the airmen reach­ 
ed North America again. Four Ameri­ 
can army pilots took off frcfm Santa 
Monica, Cal., last March 17. 
Major 
Frederick ♦ L. 
Martin. 
Lieutenants 
Leigh Wade, Erie Nelson and Lowell 
Smith each commanded a plane at 
the start. 
The flight took th-- airmen up the 
Pacific coast to Alaska, where Major 
Martin wrecked his plane and was 
forc ed out. 
Wade. Nelson and Smith 
continued across tho Pacific to Japan, 
down the China sea to India, across 
the deserts of Arabia and the Holy 
Land to 
KU rope. 
From 
Paris the 
three flew' across the English channel 
into the north I and across 
England 
and Scotland to the Orkney islands. 
Shortly after the 
take-off to Ice­ 
land, Wade’s plane fell in the icy 
seas.

Re aud his mechanic were picked up 
and plan to rejoin Nelson and Smith 
at Ice Tickle inlet.

Farm labor became about IS per 
cent more effective in crop production 
during the last decade, says the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Al­ 
though the number of farm workers 
decreased over 4 per cent in that 
period, the mass of crop production in­ 
creased about 13 per cent. 
The in­ 
creased efficiency is attributed chiefly 
to the use of more and better ma­ 
chinery, the time saved by the use of 
automobiles, and to the fact that farm 
owners and their families are working 
harder or longer on account of farm 
labor shortage and high wages. 
The average crop area per worker 
In 1920 was 29.4 acres, compared with 
25.2 In 1910, an Increase of nearly 17 
per cent. 
Tho average size of farms 
has also Increased, being 148 in 1920 
compared with 
138 acres in 
1910. 
Grain and hay crops, which are espe­ 
cially machine-produced, show a high- I 
er rate of increase in acreage from 
the average of 1907-13 to that of 
1917-23 than other crops, It is pointed 
out. 
The acreage of nil crops In­ 
creased at Knit 12 per cent, whereas 
that of grains and hay Increased about 
14 per cent. 


Better Machines Used. 
More and better machines are be­ 
ing used since 1910, the department 
says. 
Two-bottom sulky plows, for 
example, .have in many c a s e s replaced 
walking plows, and two-row cultiva­ 
tors are being used instead of o n e - 
row cultivators. 
So long as land is 
more plentiful than lab* r, high pro­ 
duction per worker is the economic 
objective instead of high production per 
acre, th* department points out. Hence, 
farmers are displacing human labor 
with machinery. 
The automobile, which made possi­ 
ble a saving In human time, was one 
of the great gifts to the farmer dur­ 
ing the decade, the department says. 
In 1920 the census found that 1,979,504 
farms in the United States had 2,140.- 
362 automobiles. 
These farms com­ 
prised nearly 81 per cent o f all farms, 
but in some sections of the country 
the percentage of automobile-owning 
farms was as high ns 58 per cent. Ap­ 
proximately 75 per cent of the use of 
automobiles on farm* Is for business 
purposes, the department has found. 
There has also been a substitution 
of animal power for human power 
during the decade, an 'ndicated by the 
Increased ratio of horses and mules 
to agricultural workers. In 1910 there 
! were 1.94 horses and mules per agri- 
I cultural worker, and in 1920 the aver­ 
age was 2.13, showing an increase of 
l l per cent 
The ratio of crop acreage to num­ 
ber of horses and mules has also in­ 
creased, being 13.8 acres In 1920, as 
compared with 12.9 acres in 1910. 
Motor tracks on farms at the tim** 
of the 1920 cen ms were much less 
numerous than automobiles and slight­ 
ly less than tractors.

139,169 motor trucks on 181,551 farms. 
Nearly 5 per cent cif tin* farms in 
the Middle Atlantic srntes had motor 
trucks.

Apportioning Gas 
Cost Properly 


W 


E can all agree on this proposi­ 
tion, that in order to supply 
gas to you a sufficient amount 
of money must be paid by you to the 
gas company to enable it to produce, 
transport and distribute this fuel, and 
also have a reasonable earning upon its 
property value. 
W e should agree on 
this because it is a principle establish­ 
ed by constitutional law, and essential 
to the success of all business enterprises. 
T h e means or methods that may be 
employed to secure this sufficient in­ 
come is of much less importance to the 
company than it is to the consumer, but 
it is manifestly unfair that a very great 
number in possession of gas service 
never pay enough for it to cover its 
cost, which deficit necessarily must be 
collected from the balance of the gas 
company’s patrons. 
I his manifest unfairness has been 
well known in utility experience for 
years. 
In some classes of utility service 
it has recently been corrected, but only 
after the most strenuous efforts to con­ 
vince those imposed upon of the un­ 
fairness of placing on them an addi­ 
tional burden that rightfully belongs to 
others. 
The cost of service is practically uni­ 
form to all consumers 
Each must have 
a saddle and tap, a service line, curb 
box, curb cofck and a meter installed 
b v the company, and duly tested for 
leakage. 
Each must be entered upon 
t.’ e ledgers, all meters must he read 
each month whether gas is used or n o t, 
bills must he rendered and printing and 
postage paid, all premises must be re­ 
peatedly inspected and safety super­ 
vision exercised Aver them. 
Turn-offs 
and turn-ons must be made as 
re­ 
quested, 
curb boxes 
replaced when 
broken, service lines replaced or re­ 
located as street paving and improve­ 
ments make necessary. 
All receive the 
same attention, and the expense is ap­ 
proximately the same, hut the wide dif­ 
ference appears when the income from 


each is computed. 
W e know that four 
years ago more than sixty percent of 
our consumers did not pay enough to 
equal the cost of maintaining the serv­ 
ice, and that today more than seventy 
percent of our business is non-profit- 
able. 
By reason of the inequitable 
method of payment of the income so 
necessary in sustaining the business the 
charges that rightfully belong to the 
seventy percent must he assumed and 
paid by the remaining thirty percent. 
A very considerable number of peo­ 
ple in possession of service and carried 
upon the books as consumers use no gas 
whatever. 
Another large group use so 
little gas that their payments do not 
equal the cost of serving them. 
Still 
another class of consumers pay only 
enough to meet the expense of ser­ 
vice, but no profit whatever. 
This un­ 
profitable patronage equals more than 
seventy percent of the whole, and on 
account of these conditions the thirty 
percent or profitable patrons must pay 
a very much higher amount for gas 
and. service. 
I he only fair and just way to cor­ 
rect this inequality and manifest injus­ 
tice is to establish a cost-of-service 
charge for each and every consumer. 
Let each one pay the fixed expense con­ 
nected 
with 
the 
establishment 
and 
maintenance of service, and then the 
cost of gas will be less than it must be 
if the service charge is not paid and 
will be exactly the same to all. 
The 
cost of service to all must he met by 
the income derived from sales of gas, 
and we want to ask you in all fairness 
if 
thirty 
percent (if 
the consumers 
should pay all necessary charges to sus­ 
tain their own service, and in addition, 
enough more to make up the cost and 
expense of furnishing gas to seventy 
percent whose serv ice is a distinct drain 
upon the company's res >urces and that 
of its profitable patrons,
